I shall have a chance to see some of 
my old friends from Lowell.

but I am still on top and that is 
where I intend to stay. When Fritz 
starts heaving those bis shells he 
makes me go lopsided once in a while. 
If he does get me I'll have no kick 
coming for I've got my money's worth 
out of him.

tribute to the American flag and over 
which we will find a responsive echo 
in every patriotic heart.

worth reading. It is as follows: 


"This is the American flag. It is 


a bit of bunting, and why is it that 
when it is surrounded by the flags of 
all other nations your eyes and mine 
turn first toward it and 
there is a 


warmth at our hearts such as wo do 
not feel when we gaze on any other 
flag 
It is not because of the beauty 


of its ct!ors. for the flags of France 
and England, which hang on either 
side of it, have the same colors. It is 
not because of its artistic beauty, for 
other flags are as artistic; but it is 
because you and I see in that piece of 
bunting what we see in no other. It 
is not visible to the human eye, but 
it is to the aspiring soul. We see in 
every stripe of red the blood which 
has been shed through the centuries 
by men and .women who have sacri- 
ficed their lives in the idea of democ- 
racy; we see in every stripe of white 
the purity of the democratic ideal 
toward which all the world is tend- 
ing, 
and in every star In its field o£ 


blue we see the hope of mankind 
that some day the democracy which 
that bit of bunting symbolizes shall 
permeate the lives of men and na- 
tions; and we love it because it en- 
folds our ideals of human freedom 
and justice."
